4. Claims 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 30 recites the limitation "first and second axes" in line 2 and 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

7. Claims 28-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 2,624,493 
to Porter. 
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Porter shows a kettle as seen in Figs. 1 and 2, a spout Fl, a spout closure member 17 
coupled to the a body 10 for movement between a closed and open position, a handle coupled to 
the body and a closure member actuating mechanism, so that movement in the handle in the 
upper direction causes the closure member to move in a radial direction.
